To his Excellency William H. Smith, 
Governor of the State of Alabama: 

The Trustees of the Alabama Insane Hospital are re- 
quired by law to submit annually to your Excellency a ` 
report of ‘the condition of th institution over which they 
have been appointed to preside. 

The regular annual meeting was held this day, and a 
most thorough and searching investigation was made as 
usual, into its management and affairs. All the transac- 
tions involving the expenditure and receipt of money were 
examined by a select committee of the Board, and were 
found in every respect correct. The books were accurately 
and systematically kept, and vouchers filed in every in- 
stance. The accounts of the Treasurer and Steward of 
the Hospital were examined and found to be correctly 
stated and balanced. 

The following summary, condensed from full and par- 
ticular statements, represents the receipts and expenditures . 
tor twelve months, ending October 1st, 1869 :

The Trustees cannot speak too highly of the manner in 
‘which the affairs of the Hospital have been managed 


during the past year. Every year confirms them in the ^ 


wisdom of their choice of a Medical Superintendent. 
There are no duties connected with the grave and heavy 
responsibilities of his position that are not thoroughly and 
intelligently performed. To treat the various phases of 
disordered mind, with any hope of successful issue, re- 
quires, on the part of the physician, qualities of mind 
rarely seen in combination; superadded to which, the 
Superintendent of an Insane Hospital must possess a 
degree of business eapacity, executive ability, and power 
of organizing and disciplining surbordinates which make 
the combination in one individual still more rare. We do 
Dr. Bryce but simple justice when we say that he exhibits. 
.just such qualifications as have been shown to be indispen- 
sable in- both of these important departments. 

An examination of the expenditure exhibits great econ- 
omy. For a comparative statement of the cost of sup- 
porting different American hospitals for the insane, and 
other important transactions, we call your attention to the 
report of the Superintendent hereto appended.

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A critical inspection of the wards. and dormitories, and 


the care and condition of the inmates, including their ^ 


food, clothing, and personal comforts, revealed unmistaka- 
‘ble evidence of good management and faithful supervision. 
Though brought into immediate contact with every patient 
in the hospital, we heard no complaint; on the contrary, 


`. the most amicable and confidential relations seemed to 


| exist between the patients, their nurses, and the officers. 

The Board cannot close this report, brief as they in- 
tended it to be, without recognizing in this public and 
official manner, the very valuable services of the late Rev. 
Bazil. Manly, D. D., who, for eight years immediately pre- 
ceding his death, was an active member of the Board of 
"Trustees. He was always deeply interested in the welfare 
of this, as well as all other eleemosynary institutions of 
the State, and rarely failed in his attendance upon the 
meetings of the Board. On such occasions he always 
brought to bear in à most effective manner that wonderful 
tact, judgment, wisdom, and experience in practical affairs 
which, with his deep piety and profound learning, made 
him so eminent and successful in public life. In his death 
the institution sustained a heavy loss. . 

At the recent meeting of the State Medical Association 
of Alabama, an essay was read, setting forth the evils of 
intemperance in opium and alcoholie liquors, and inquiry 
made as to the propriety of admitting and treating persons . 
addicted to these habits into the Hospital for the Insane. 
Even if it were at all practicable or proper io ireat 
inebriates and opium-eaters in the same building and 
under the same government with the insane, the measure 
could not be inaugurated here for want of room. In 
twelve months the building will probably be filled to its 
utmost capacity, and in a few more years additional ae- 
commodations will have to be made for the insane proper. 

The "Trustees, however, recognize from their own ex- 
perience, as well as from the recommendation of the State 
Medical Association, the great and growing importance of 
making provision in Alabama, as has been done in other 
States, for the dali treatment of the unfortunate class 
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alluded to; and they would earnestly suggest to the Legis- 
lature the propriety of erecting and endowing a Pop 
for the purpose. m 
In conclusion, the Board of Trustees, with great pride 
and satisfaction, commend to your care, and through you 
-to the Legislature, the welfare of this prosperous and 
noble charity, whose functions extend in interest and 
gravity, when it is considered that it deals with the human 
- mind prostrated and perverted and often crushed by dis- 
ease; and that it ministers to and protects a class of the 
afflicted human family erduced by the inserutable decrees 
of Providence to the most humiliating and helpless posi- 
tion to which à human being can fall.

NINTH ANNUAL REPORT 
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ALABAMA INSANE HOSPITAL. 
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T'USKALOOSA, Ata., October 1, 1869. 


To the Trustees of ‘the Hospital: 

GENTLEMEN—On the lst October, 1869, there were one 
hundred: and sixty-four patients under treatment in this 
Hospital; since then eighty-seven have been admitted, 
making a total of two hundred and fifty-one-under treat- 
ment dune the year ending 1st October, 1869. Of this 
number twenty two were discharged recovered, ten were 
removed by friends, six eloped, and twenty-two died. 
There remain in the hospital at this time one hundred and 
ninety-one, of whom ninety-eight are men and ninety-three 
are women, 

The above exhibit compares favorably with the statistics 
of previous years. The admissions have -proportionately 
increased, every year since the opening of the hospital, and 
the ratio of recovered is rather above the general average, 
notwithstanding the admission of an unusual number of 
chronic and incurable cases. , x | 

The mortuary list is large in consegence of the outbreak 
of an unusually severe type of pernicious malarial fever, 
which oceurred in the house during the months of July 
and August. There were as many as sixty cases of differ- 
ent grades of severity under treatment during the epidemic, 
It gives me great pleasure to testify to the nerve and 
equanimity displayed by the employees of the hospital 
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under the appalling ER From first to last, 
most of the men, ånd all the female nurses, with one or two 
exceptions, were down with the disease, and it was with 
difficulty their places were temporarily supplied. Although 
it was early apparent that none could reasonably expect 
_to escape an attack, there was no panic, no shirking duty, 


- mor even a resignation among officers or nurses. 


With reference to the mortuary tables, I would further 
. add, that many of the patients brought to the hospital . 
were so enfeebled by age and disease as to render 
iheir speedy dissolution almost a matter of certainty. 
Such patients are usually epilepties, imbeciles, idiots or 
paralysants, who are generally harmless and incurable, and 
ought to be kept at home. 

Six are reported as having eloped; most of whom, includ- 
ing the two women, who were colored, were employed in 
outside, occupations. ‘The necessity of economy in the ad. 
ministration of the affairs of the hospital compels us to draw 
largely upon the patients for outside work on the farm, in 
the laundry, &c., and. in this way the convalescents and 
ihe more intelligent among them occasionally effect their 
escape. All the farming, gardening and washing are done. 
by the patients and their nurses. 

_ Of the patients remaining in the hospital ten are private, 
one hundred and seventy-seven are indigent; and four are 
criminal. Of the indigent twenty-five are colored. We 
have admitted ten of this class sent by order of the courts, 
and have- discharged six entirely recovered. They occupy 
wards distinct from the whites. 

To facilitate ready reference, the foregoing results are 
tabulated more fully in the appendix, and there will also be 
- found there a statistical review of the operations of the 
hospital since its opening in 1861 up to the 1st October, 
1869. It is a source of supreme satisfaction to bé able to 
add, that nothing of a serious, nor even of an unpleasant 
nature has occurred in the current affairs of the institu- _ 
tion, excepting, of course, the epidemic of fever, since your 
last annual meeting. There have been no suicides, nor 
accidents of any kind, no complaints from any reliable 
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Source, nor even a sensation, so far as our knowledge ex- . 
tends. On the contrary, the reputation of the institution, ` 
in and out of the State, has been rapidly extending, and 
many of the prejudices which were encountered in the 
beginning have been entirely remaved. 


Considerable repairs and improvements,.in and around 
the building, have been made since your last meeting: . 
Several new wards have been opened and furnished ‘for the 
large increase of inmates over last year; and extensive im- 
provements in other departments of the house have been 
effected. You are aware that there were no stables, barns, 
. nor outhouses of any character erected for the use of the 
hospital, and that we were using for that purpose a few 
dilapidated negro cabins which were originally on the site. — 
During the year a model stable, with barn attached, a 
capacious corn crib, a potato house, and a comfortable 
house for the engineer and machinist have been built of 
wood in a most substantial but economical manner. "These: 
buildings had become a necessity, and could not have been 
longer delayed. 

The grounds in front of the building have been enclosed 
with a neat fence, and planted with shade trees and shrub- 
bery. An orchard of choice fruit trees of every variety 
was started in the spring, and is now in a flourishing con- 
dition. A complete bakery has been added to the cooking 
department, the laundry has been greatly improved, and 
the farm and garden operations considerably extended. 

The operations of the institution, with its daily increasing 
number of inmates, are beginning to assume such colossal 
proportions that further labor-saving conveniences and im- 
provements are called for in every department. A new 
laundry has to be built, with improved washing, drying . 
and smoothing apparatus introduced. New machine and 
carpenter shops, fitted up with lathe, circular saw, planing | 
machine and other improved tools and implements driven 
by steam-power are now almost indispensable. An engine 
and'boiler of sufficient power to perform this work, in con- 
nection with the pumping and grinding, must be procured,

and the services of a competent engineer secured to execute 
the work. 

The above sketch of work required to be done, is really 
a part of the original. design of the hospital, and ought to 
. be eompleted by special appropriations of money by the 
. State Legislature. We do not propose, however, to make 
such demands, but would prefer to proceed, as we have 
hitherto done, in a small and quiet way to meet the exi-' 
gencies as they arise. By great thrift and economy, the 
amount allowed by the State for the support of the indi- 
gent insane, amounting to four dollars per week for each 
- patient; has been made to cover repairing, building and im- 
provements, besides the board, clothing, and other expenses 
of the insane; and we believe that out of the same allow- 
ance, the. present demands and requirements may be met 
and supplied. 

The total expenditure for the year is $34,476 08, which, 
divided by the daily average of patients under treatment; 
make the per capita cost nearly four dollars per week, or 
about the amount estimated by you as necessary for that 
purpose. I would state for the information of others, that 
this sum of four dollars per week covers the entire cost of 
clothing and boarding the patient, the hire of nurses, re- . 
pairs upon the building, improvements and all other inci- 
dental expenses. I submit here a per capita estimate of 
. Supporting the insane in different American hospitals for 
the year, which I presume does not differ materially from 
the results of subsequent years. I have not the means of 
obtaining more recent statistics in time for this report:

Our hospital, it will be 
Seen, is far below the-average. `

amusements, the hospital was badly equipped, and appeal- 
ed to the kind-hearted friends and patrons of the cause to 
contribute something to this end. The first response came 
‘from the venerable Mrs. Ann T. Hunter, of Mobile, Ala- 
bama, a lady distinguished for piety and benevolence. 
She presented the hospital with a beautiful parlor organ 
for the use of the chapel. Miss D. L. Dix, everywhere 
known as the friend of the insane, and whose well-timed 
efforts aided in the erection of this hospital, presented us 
with one hundred dollars, which, by our request, she ex- 
pended in suitable books. To Mr. and Mrs..John S. Pier- 
son, of New York city, we are specially indebted for a vol- 
untary donation of a large number of new and appropriate 
books, periodicals and engravings, and a stereoscope with 
one hundred beautiful views. To Miss Mary Irving of 


Tuskaloosa, the inmates of the hospital are indebted for - 


select and valuable books. Messrs. C. C. Langdon & Co., 
nursery men, near Mobile, presented the hospital with a 
few choice shrubs and flowers. 

We make these acknowledgments with peculiar pleasure, 
and hope that others may be stimulated to similar acts of 
kindness and liberality. We need a piano, a billiard table, 
a ten pin alley, games, pictures &c., which will serve to 
enliven the monotony of hospital life. | 

The chapel exercises are still daily conducted, and are a 
source of great pleasure and comfort. 

The regular assistant physician, Dr. J. Howard Murfree, 
leaves.us, after more than three years' residence in the 
hospital, to engage in the general practice of his profession. 
He filled the place with great credit to himself, and benefit 
to theinstitution, and leaves regretted by officers, patients 
and employees. He improved his advantages for the study 
and practice of psychological medicine, and will be a val- 
uable acquisition to the community in which he resides, 
Dr. John Little, of Tuskaloosa, succeeds him. 
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Mrs. Tarlton Woodall, of Mobile, has been appointed 


matron, and has entered upon her duties with a zeal and - 
earnestness fully commensurate with the flattering testi- 
monials which accompanied her. 

I cannot close this very brief review of the operations 
of the hospital, without acknowledging most heartily my 
obligations to the board of trustees as a body, and to each 
member individually, for much valuable assistance and 
personal kindness. It is your matured judgment, ripe ex- 
perience, wise counsels, and extended reputation which has - 
given force, direction, and confidence, in the administration 
of the affairs of the institution ; and whatever of success 
has been obtained is due chiefly to you. I thank you 
. especially for kind words of encouragement under many 
trying circumstances. Gratefully acknowledging the aid of 
a, merciful God in the past, and invoking His further bless- 
ing upon the institution,
